AER  Question-box 

Many  letters  are  received 
by  the  Army  Emergency  Re- 
lief. We  are  on  the  Main  Post 
at  Port  Benning.  The  ques- 
tions and  answers  are  pub- 
lished in  this-  column,  a  reg- 
ular Sunday  feature  of  this 
Newspaper,  because  they  are 
believed  to  be  of  general  in- 
terest to  dependents  of  those  . 
In  the  military  service.  Send 
your  questions  to  the  Army 
Emergency  Relief  Office,  Fort 
Benning,  Ga. 

Q..  My.  husband  is  a  staff  ser- 
geant, and  we  have  one  child.  We 
were  separated  six  months  ago.  He 
is  drawing  commutation  of  quar- 
ters and  has  made  me  an  allotment 
of  only  $40  per  month.  Is  it  pos- 
sible for  me  to  file  a  claim  under 
the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  De- 
pendency Aft  and  receive  more 
money? 

A.  Yes,  as  long  as  yon  are 
not  divorced  you  can  file  a 
claim  with  the  Office  of  De- 
pendency Benefits  and :  after 
providing  the  necessary  proof 
of  your  relationship,  receive 
a  Class  A  allotment  of  $80  per 
month  (50  for  you,  and  $30  for 
the  child. 

Q.  I  have  been  given  a  ten-day 
furlough,  effective  29  December, 
1943.  I  will  not  be  paid,  until  10 
January,  1944,  and  I  do  not  have 
enough  money  to  make  the  trip  to 
my  home,  which    is    in  Texas. 
Would  it  be  possible  for  me  to 
borrow  enough  money  from  the 
Army  Emergency  Relief  to  pay 
for  a  round  trip  ticket  to  Dallas? 
A.  No,  it  is  against  the  pol- 
icy of  the  Army  Emergency 
Relief  to  loan  any  money  for 
furloughs    or    passes.  The 
■  funds  of  the  Army  Emergency 
Relief  are  limited,  and  we  feel 
that  our  resources  should  be 
conserved  for  emergencies  of  a 
more  serious  nature. 
Q.  I  am  a  lieutenant  and  I  am 
on  three  months'  temporary  duty 
at  Fort  Benning.  My  wife  has  ap- 
pendicitis and  her  doctor  advises 
an  emergency  operation.  It  is  im- 
possible for  me  to  get  her  into  the 
Station  Hospital,  and  the  oper- 
ation and  hospitalization  will  cost 
approximately  $175.    I  have  re- 
ceived only  half  of  my  pay  for  the 
past  two  mnths  due  to  a  mixup 
on  an  allotment,  and  my  funds  are 
insufficient  to  cover  the  necessary 
expenses.  Would  it  be  possible  to 
borrow  enough  from  the  Army 
Emergency  Relief  to  defray  the 
expense? 

^A.  Yes,  in  many  cases  where 
the  dependents  of  a  soldier 
need  hospitalisation  and  the 
soldier  is  short  of  funds,  the 
Army  Emergency  Relief  Is 
glad  to  assist. 

Q.  I  am  a  private  in  the  — — - 
Infantry,  and  have  just  received 
orders  transferring  me  -to  Fort 
Lewis,  Washington.  I  have  not 
been  paid  in  two  months  and  I  do 
hot  have  sufficient  funds  to  pro- 
vide transportation  for  my  wife. 
Could  I  borrow  enough  money 
from  the  Army  Emergency  Re- 
lief to  provide  transportation  for 
her? 

A.  No,  the  Army  Emergen- 
cy Relief  does  not  loan  mon- 
ey to  furnish  transportation 
for  wives  or  dependents  of 
eoMtoro  in  order  that  .tyey 
m$y  follow  the  soldier  from 
camp  to  camp. 


The  modern  warehouses  and 
payed  streets  of  Fort  Benning  are 
a  far  cry  from  the  conditions  that 
Lawrence  L.  Woolbright,  Adminis. 
trative  Officer  of  the  Quartermas- 
ter Property  Section,  found  when 
he  first  came  here  21  years  ago. 

At  that  time,  ,  there  was  only 
one  small  warehouse  on  the°post 
and  another  was  being  built.  In 
rainy  weather,  anyone  who  want- 
ed to  go  from  one  building  to  the 
other  -  had  to  wear  hip  boots  to 
make;  his  way  through  the  mud, 
Warehouse  space  was  so  scarce 
that  property  was  scattered  all 
over  the  post  wherever  adequate 
shelter  could  be  found. 
OFFICE  EXPANDS 

The  property  office  then  had 
only  half  a  dozen  civilian  clerks 
and  six  laborers,  while  today  the 
activity  has  grown  so  large  that

Perhaps  many 
of  you  are  worrying  needlessly  about  husbands, 
brothers  and  sweethearts  in  the  service  of  our 
country,  and  I  should  like  to  show  you  how 
much  better  off  any  of  them  shall  be  when  they 
come  back  to  you.  True,  some  of  them  will  re- 
turn through  the  fortunes  of  war,  physically 
broken,  but  even  those  men  .shall  have  realized 
the  reason  for  their  very  existence,  and  their 
spirits  shall  raise  them  above  mere  physical  suf- 
fering. - 

Let  me  go  back  to  a  peaceful  .world,  before 
Pearl  Harbor,  and  day-dream  a  bit  about  our 
easy  going  ways,  and  our  complacency.  I,  like  so 
many  other  boys,  was  going  about  my  daily 
tasks,  not  so  much  as  giving  a  thought  to  the 
wonderful  life  I  had,  thinking  of  it  as  something 
that  would  go  on  from  minute  to  minute,  until 
one  day,  with  practically  no  change  in  the  set 
routine,  I  should  in  some  form  or  other,  meet 
death.  I  liked  people  and  was  pleased  to  think 
that  they  in  turn  liked  me.  I  valued  friendship, 
but  I  valued  many  other  things  more,  including 
money,  and  the  so  evident  material  things  of 
the  world.  -.Then,  on  December  7,  1941,  our  little 
world  was  taken  for  a  little  ride,  and  I  who 
had  been  in  the  Army  since  October  under  Selec- 
tive Service,  and  who  had  just  been  thinking 
of  the  Army  in  terms  of  time  which  had  to  be 
served,  as  a  prisoner  would  serve  out  a  com- 
pulsory sentence,  suddenly  began  to  perk  up  and 
think  about  what  all  this  meant  to  me,  and  look 
at  my  fellow  soldiers  as  brothers,  and  as  close 
to  me  as  members  of  my  own  family,  closer,  in  a 
sense,  because  they  and  I  would  be  living  in 
closer  companionship  until  all  this  would  be 
over,  t  found  out  many  things  in  the  next  two 
;  years,  and  if  I  may,  would  like  to  present  a  few 
to  you. 

I  had  always  been  given  as  the  definition  for 
friend  one  who  would  tell  you  your  faults,  and 
though  he  or  she  would  commend  you  on  occasion 
for  your  good  qualities,  would  be  comparatively 
stingy  with  praise  because  of  the  harm  it  does. 
Well,  in  the  Army  I  found  that  your  best  friends 
will  take  you  to  task  for  the  least  little  step  out 
of  line,  and"  will  ride  the  living  daylights  out  of 
you,  until  finally,  because  there  is  no  course 
.  open  to  you  if  you  wish  to,  as  we  say,  "get  on  the 
beam,"  you  change  for  the  better. 

You  learn  a  deep  feeling  of  tolerance  for  all 
nations  and  creeds, ,  since  you  perhaps  sleep  be- 
tween a  Chinese  and  Greek.  You  learn  not  to 
look  with  your  nose  in  the  air  %\  a  boy  from 
Tennessee  hills,  because  he  might  like  to  go  with- 
out shoes.  He  perhaps  never  wore  any  until  he 
came  into  the  Army.  You  glow  with  pride  when 
you  hear  a  boy  of  one  religious  group  patiently 
admonishing  one  of  his  own  group  who  had  fallen 
by  the  wayside,  to  take  account  of  himself  and 
go  back  to  church. 

You  get  an  inner  warmth  when  you  hear  the 
fellow  next  to  'you,  perhaps  crying  himself  to 
sleep  at  night.  You  don't  consider  him  weak,  be- 
cause you  have  found  that  even  though  he  might 
have  been  an  all- American  quarterback  at  a  very 
famous  university,  he  is  showing  you  inadvert- 
ently that  he  is  all  man,  and  that  his  humaness 
will  make  American  a  greater  land  than  it  al- 
ready is.  You  don't  criticize  a  manner  displaying 
weakness;  all  of  us  are  weak  in  one  thing  or  an- 
other. You  don't  laugh  at  a  boy,  who,  because  he 
has  had  no  education,  is  labeled  by  his  buddies 
due  to  certain  idiosyncracies,  as  a  "character."  , 


No,  you  help  him,  and  try  to  point  out  how  many 
things  he  too,  may  learn  by  keeping  his  eyes  and 
ears  open.  You  learn  that  no  matter  how  dis- 
reputable a  person  may  be,  he  has  fine  points 
which  have  only  to  be  uncovered.  A  kind  word 
from  you  may  even  do  the  uncovering.' 

You  learn  that  even  the  weakest  person  has 
an  inborn  sense  of  honor,  and  he  can  be  made 
to  change  overnight  if  given  a  chance  to  put  that 
honor  to  the  test.  You  learn  what  makes  that 
lump  come  into  your  throat  when  you  hear  the 
bugler  blow  "Retreat."  You  learn  why  you  want 
to  go  out  on  the  field  of  battle  and  fight  with 
your  life,  as  you  listen  to  the  National  Anthem. 
These  and  many  more  discoveries  are  yours,  and 
can  be  had  by  every  boy  or  man  in  the  service 
of  his  country. 

You  people  at  home;  if  you  have  a  member 
of  your  family  whom  youjiave  given  to  Uncle 
Sam,  don't  worry  about  him.  He'll  come  back  a 
better  and  bigger  man  for  his  little  separation 
from  you,  and  the  next-  time  you  look  at  an 
Army  poster  which  state,  "The  Army  Builds 
Men," 'rest  assured  that  they  mean  your  boy, 
whether  husband,  father,  brother  or  sweetheart.

At  Ft.  Benning 

Forest-green  unifoams  of  the 
Marine  Corps  have  become  a  fa- 
miliar sight  around  Colonel  Robert 
H.  Lord's  First  Student  Training 
Regiment,  The  Infantry  School. 
It  may  seem  strange  to  many 
people  that  wearers  of  the  "globe 
and  anchor"  should  be  stationed 
at  an  Army  Post.

Puff-Board  Device  Used 
In  TtS  Saves  Ammunition 

It  costs  a  pretty  good  chunk  of  money  every  time  a  105 
mm.  Infantry  cannon  is  fired  yet  fired  they  must  be-  if  they' 
are  to  hold  up  their  end  of  winning  this  war.  One  good  blast 
from  that  gun  can  do  zn  awful  lot  of  damage  but  the' impor- 
tant item  concerning  that  blast  is.  to  get  it  on  or  hear  the 


tarj. 

To  do  this  requires  proficiency 
in  handling  the  gun  and  profi- 
ciency comes  only  through 
practice.  Normally  this  practice 
is  gained  by  actually  firing  the 
gun.  However,  the-  Officers'  Can- 
non Course  of  The  Infantry  School 
has  solved  this  problem  to  a  large 
fi>:!ent  through  the  introduction  of 
a  novel  training  aid  called  the 
"Puff  Board  Trainer." 

The  trainer  is  merely  an  auto- 
matic terrain  board,  a  novel  home- 
made affair,  easy  to  operate  and 
costing  about  $15  to  build.  Its  pur- 
poses is  to  provide  an  opportunity 
for  student  officers  to  fire  prob- 
lems with  accuracy  but  without 
entailing  the  cost  that  would  he 
ivolved  were  cannon  and  shells 
used. 

The  system  is  simple.  The  stu- 
dent gives  his  order  for  deflection 
and  range.  A  second  or  so  later, 
a  puff  of  smokes  appears  on  the 
-  terrain  board  at  the  spot  called  for 
by  the  student's  order. .  From  that 
point  on,  the  student  can  adjust 
his  fire  with  deflection  and  Tange 
changes,  and  these  will  be  reported 
accurately  by  subsequent  puffs  of 
smoke. 

RANGE,  DEFLECTION 

These  puff  board  or  terrain 
board  trainers  can  be  constructed 
in  various  sizes  but  the  nine  train- 
ers now  used  by  the  Cannon  com- 
pany are  so  scaled  that  eight 
inches  on  the  board  is  the  equiv- 
alent of  100  yards,  both  in  range 
and  deflection. 

During  the  time  the  student 
spends  on  the  trainer,  he  not  only 
get  practice  in  adjusting  fire 
a  target  by  noting  the  results 
gets  from  the  orders  he  gives  but 
also  gets  constant  drilling  in  the 
'  giving  of  fire  orders.  In  the  end, : 
his  fire  orders  should  be  rapid 
and  the  adjustments  accurate? 

For  some  time,  the  Cannon  Com- 
pany employed  terrain  boards  built 
outdoors  with  assistant  instructors 
indicating"  on  the  board,  by  the 
flick  of  a  stick,  the  approximate 
point  at  where  a  shell  would  land 
when  fired  according  to  the  order 
given  by  the  student.  The  range 
could  be  a  closely  approximated 
'by  a  knotted  rope  scale  along  „the 
side  of  the  board  but  reflection 
was  difficult  to  guage. 

Maj.  Malcolm  L.  Wilson,  an 
artilleryman  assigned  to  the  Can- 
non Company  as  an  instructor  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  the  puff  board 
in  which  a  puff  of  smoke  could 
be  used  to  indicate  a  shell  burst 
rather  than  by  a  stick  in  the  sand.' 
He  solved  this  problem  by  using 
sulphur  trioxide,  in  an  ordinary 
jar  with  a  screw  top,/ and  two 
stems,  to  one  of  which  was  attach- 
ed an  atomizer.  Pressure  on  the 
atomizer  forces  the  sulphur  tri- 
oxide through  the  second  stem 
creating  a  very  realistic  smoke 
as  from  a  shell  burst.  Capt.  Char- 
les J.  Keenan,  .Infantry,  another 
instructor  in  the  group  .  contribut- 
ed many  valuable .  suggestions  for 
the  trainer. 

The  idea  appealed  to  Maj.  James 
"    Wall,  Chief  of  the  Cannon 


whole  Casnon  Group  poured  in 
ideas  for  the  board.  Major  -Wil- 
son and.  Captain  Kennan  pieced 
them  together  and  the  enlisted 
instructors  in  the  group,  all ;  of 
Company  F,  •  Academic  Regiment, 
provided  the  finishing  punch.  PFC 
Louis  Lapine,  a  carpenter  in  civi- 
lian life,  started  work,  on  the 
frames  for  the  hoards  and  before 
long  T-Sergeant  Otis  May  and 
Max  B.  Schrecker  were  adding 
their  bit  in  the  construction  work. 
Over  the  frames  was  placed  an 
ordinary  window  screen  which 
was  painted  to  represent  earth. 
Various  targets,  in  miniature,  such 
as  blockhouse,  ammunition  dumps, 
etc.,  were  set  loosely  on  top  so 
that  they  could  be  moved  easily. 
The  screening  was  not  stretched 
tightly  and  the  result  was  a  rolling 
terrain  with  hills  and  valleys. 
SMOKE  DEVICE 

The  problem  of  placing  the  jar 
under  the-  terrain  so  that  smoke 
would  rise  through  the  screen 
under  the  target  was  a  ->  simple 
process.  The  jar  containing  the 
sulphur  trioxide  was  placed  on  a 
board  which  runs  underneath  the 
full  length  of  the  terrain  board. 
The  jar  is  moved  longitudinally 
up  and  down  this  board  by  means 
of  a  pulley  and  rope,  the  latter 
being  marked  every  eight  inches 
by  a  piece,  of  adhesive  tape.  Thus 
when  the  range  is  increased  100 
yards,  the  pulley  is  operated  for  a 
distance  of  eight  inches,  which  is 
the  equivalent  of  100  yards  on  the 
board.  The  elevation  necessary 
for  the  various  ranges  is  indicated 
on  the  adhesive  tape.  When  a 
range  of  185  is  ordered,  the  pulley 
is  operated  until  the  adhesive  tape 
bearing  185  appears  opposite  the 
indicator.  To  increase  the  range 
50  yards,  the  pulley  would  be  ad- 
vanced four  inches. 

The.  mechanics  for  controlling 
deflection  depend  upon  the  ranges 
that  the  terrain  board  is  to  repre- 
sent. The  boards  made  by  the 
Cannon  Company  are  constructed 
for  ranges  from  1300  to  2700  yards. 
This  means  that  the  controls  are 
such  that  the  gun  is  represented 
as  being  1300  yards  to  the  rear  of 
and  in  line  with  the  center  of  the 
board.  A  lateral  pulley  controls 
the  deflection.  Shiits  left  or  right 
are  made  according  to  a  dial  indi- 
cator on  the  pulley  wheel.  .  One 
turn  of  the  wheel  is  equivalent  to 
a  shift  of  100  mils.  When  a  lat- 
eral movement  is  made,  the  logi- 
tudinal  board  moves  with  it  and 
with  that  movement  also  goes  the 
smoke  pot.  i 
MUST  ENOW  STUFF* 

The  under  portion  of  the  board, 
excepting  for  the  rear,  is  enclosed 
in  material  which  prevents  the 
student  from  seeing  the  position  of 
the  smoke .  pot,  a  factor  which 
makes  him  rely  solely  -  on  his 
knowledge  of  proper  range  and 
deflection  in  orderJto  .get  the  de- 
sired result. 

Operation  of  the  pulleys  is  by 
an  enlisted  instructor  behind  the 
board,  who  listens  for  the  fire 
order,  makes  the  proper  adjust- 
ments and  squeezes  the  atomizer 
to  produce  the  shell  burst.

Red  Tape  Cut 
To  Pay  Disabled 
Vets'  Pensions 


The  War  Department,  in  coop- 
eration with  the  Veterans  Admin- 
istration, has  undertaken  action  to 
eliminate  delays  between  the  date 
a  soldier  is  discharged  for  physi- 
cal -disability  and  the  time  he  may 
begin  to  receive  a  pension  or  oth- 
er veterans'  benefits,  it  was  learn- 
ed today  at  Fort  Benning. 

One  step  which  the*  War  De- 
partment anticipates  will  be  help- 
ful is  the  recent  authorization  of 
the  assignment  of  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration personnel  to  Army 
installations  in  order  to  facilitate 
the  filing  of  claims  for  veterans' 
benefits.  This  Veterans  Adminis- 
tration unit  already  is  operating 
at  Walter  Reed  General  Hospital, 
W&shington,  D.  C,  as  an  Adjudi- 
cation Group  and  lessons  learned 
from  this  experiment  will  be  ex- 
tended as  soon  as  possible  to  oth- 
er military  installations  where 
physically  disabled  soldiers  are 
being  discharged.  Thus,  before  the 
soldier  actually  leaves  the  Army, 
he, may  not  only  secure  competent 
advice  on  the  merits  of  individ- 
ual claims,  but  a  decision  on  them. 
THE  MENTALLY  ILL  ^ 

Already  an  arrangement  has 
been  worked  out  whereby  those 
mentally  ill  persons  who  require 
further  treatment  in  Veterans' 
Facilities  are  discharged  by  the 
War  Department  to  the  Veterans' 
Administration  Facility  by  one 
contemporaneous  action. 

Blinded  personnel  will  be  rer 
tained  in  the  Army  in  order  to 
complete-  their  social  adjustment 
training  even  though  no  further 
hospitalization  is  required.  This 
social  adjustment  training  is  co- 
ordinated with  the  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration so  that  the  vocational 
training  that  they  will  conduct 
will,  continue  without  serious  in- 
terruption. •

the  situation.  One  of  these  is  a 
booklet  which  will  explain  in  very 
simple  language  to  the  enlisted 
man  about  to  be  discharged  -  1  ' 
rights  as  a  veteran. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  War  De- 
partment to  see  that  as  many  ser- 
vice connected  pensions  claims  by 
veterans  as  possible  are  adjudi- 
cated prior  to  discharge  from  the 
Army.  However,  it  should  be  un- 
derstood that  there  is  no  way  that 
a  soldier  can  be  compelled  to  file 
a  claim  for  pension  benefits,  al- 
though his  rights  in  this  regard 
are  .brought  to  his  attention  by 
the  War  Department. 
SOLDIER  ASKED  TO  FILE 

In  this  connection,  each  dis- 
abled soldier  who-does  not  desire 
to  file  a  claim  for  pension  is  re- 
quired to  file  a  statement  to  that 
effect.  Such  a  statement  is  not  a 
"  rer  in  any  respect  of  any  right 
to  file  such  claim  at  a  later  date. 
Where  it  is  the.  soldier's  desire  to 
file  such  a  claim,  the  War  Depart- 
ment cooperates  in.  every  way 
practicable  to  perfect  the  estab- 
lishment of  his  eligibility. 

Determination  as  to  eligibility 
for  pension  is  vested '  in  the  Vet- 
erans Administration.  The  War 
Department  has  in ,  the  past,  and 
will  continue  in  the  future,  to 
furnish  that  agency  with  all  in- 
formation concerning  the  individ- 
ual that  is  required  in  reaching  a 
determination  as  to  his  eligibility.

Post  Repair  Shop  Saves 
$750,000  In  October 


To  the  tune  of  over  $66,000  the 
Army  Service  Forces  repair  shop 
at  Fort  Benning  helped  other  such 
shops  in  the  Fourth  Service  Com- 
mand save  the  government  more 
than-  three-quarters  of  a  million 
dollars  during  October,  says  a -re- 
port released  today  by,  1st  Lieut. 

oss  W.  Crossley,  officer  in  charge. 

Directed  by  Quartermaster  offi- 
cers, 113  civilian  employees  at  Fort 
Benning's  shop  repaired  soldiers' 
shoes,  canvas  webbing,  belts,  pil- 
low cases,  blankets  and  other  ar- 
ticles of  clothing  and  equipment 
used  by  American  troops  in  train- 
ing, the  report  shows.  In  addition, 
if  a  soldier's  clothing  does  not  fit 
when  issued,  alterations  are  made 
b&  the  tailor  employees'  at  the 
shop.  . 

During  the  month,    the  report 


shows,  44,846  articles  were 
paired,  including  14,151  pairs  of 
shoes,  25,096  articles  of  clothing, 
textiles  and  miscellaneous  items; 
4,422  pieces  of  canvas  and  web- 
bing and  made  1,177  alterations. 
In  addition  3,173  repair  jobs  were 
completed  on  metal  and  wood 
items. 

The  cost  of  repairs  was  $18, 
892.03  and  the  value  of  the  re- 
paired items,  counted  at  half  the 
cost  of  the  original  articles,  was 
$85,241.43,  the  total  saving  being 
$66,349.43  for  the  month. 

The  report  of  the  Quartermas- 
ter Branch,  Fourth  'Service  Com- 
mand, covering  shops  at  more 
than  50  Army  installations,  states 
that  during  the  month,  788,925  ar- 
ticles were  repaired  at  a  saving 
to  the  government  of  $751,673.43.
